Wilmington man 
indicted in connection 
with motor vehicle 
homicide on 1-93 


On August 29, 2006, a 
Middlesex Grand Jury indicted 
a Wilmington man in connec- 
tion with a fatal motor vehicle 
collision in the early hours of 
June 4, 2006, that took the life 
of Antoine -Caissie, age 49, of 
Bristol, N.H. 

Phillip Marquard, age 46, of 
Wilmington, was charged with 
motor vehicle’ homicide, and 
operating under the influence - 
second offense. 

On June 4, 2006, at approxi- 
mately 2:00 a.m., State Police 
barracks in Andover received 
a number of 911 calls reporting 
a single vehicle crash on 1-93 
southbound in Wilmington. 
State Police troopers respond- 
ed to the scene and observed a 
Ford pick-up truck on the 
median guardrail. The defen- 
dant, Phillip Marquard, was 
inside the vehicle, and was 
determined to be the driver of 
the vehicle. The victim, 
Antoine Caissie, was deter-

At the 
scene, authorities observed 
that Marquard was intoxicat- 
ed, and he was arrested short- 
ly after the crash. 

Marquard was arraigned in 
Woburn District Court on June 
6, 2006. He entered a plea of 
not guilty and was ordered 
held on $15,000 bail. 

No Superior Court arraign- 
ment date has been scheduled 
for Phillip Marquard at this 
time. The prosecutor assigned 
to the case is Assistant District 
Attorney Suzanne Kontz.

Never Forget 


Has it really been five years? Is that really possible? 

In many ways it seems like far more time has passed 
since the terrorist attacks of 9-11 stole the lives of 3,000 
innocent men, women, and children from us. 

And yet...it takes very little stimulus to step right back 
to that very day as if it were yesterday. An image of the 
towers - as they stood, or as they burned, or as they col- 
lapsed - brings a flood of emotion back to the surface. 

I often bear people refer to the “tragedies” of 9-11. To 
refer to the Vents of that day as such is a mistake. The 
victims of 9-11 did not die as the result of a tragedy. 
They were murdered in a series of atrocities. A matter 
of semantics, some may say, but the difference in mean- 
ing between the words “tragedy” and “atrocity” are mon- 
umental, Reducing the most brutal terrorist attack on 
U.S. soil as a tragedy removes responsibility. Three 
thousand lives were not lost, they were stolen; they were 
ripped away from the families and friends that loved 
them and are now forced to mourn them. 

For those of us that did not suffer the loss of a loved 
one in those attacks, it is easy, and certainly comforting, 
to allow the natural healing process inherent within the 
passage of time to cover the gaping wound that was left 
on the Universal Mind of this country. 

Do not be lulled into letting that happen. 

Time, in and of itself, is not a cure for the cancer of ter- 
rorism - time only suppresses the symptoms. It is far too 
easy, as the days and the years further separate us from 
September 11, 2001, to consent to a general air of com- 
placency. We do not have the luxury of being compla- 
cent while there are those in the world ready to kill us 
simply for being. 

I hope and pray that 9-11 will always stand as the worst 
act of terrorism ever perpetrated on American soil, but 
such a hope can only be realized by maintaining a strict 
vigilance. 

In the five years since the initial invasion of 
Afghanistan in October 2001, the United States has lost a 
total of approximately 2,700 of its sons and daughters in 
combat. Such a loss is heartbreaking, to say the very 
least. There is no way to justify any loss of life,. but 
Islamic-extremist terrorists ‘were able to eradicate the 
lives of 3,000 civilians in less than five hours when we let 
them onto our soil on September f1, 2001. 

The battle, while it reigris, must be fought on the ter- 
rorists' soil, lest it continue to be fought here against our 
civilians.

Fortnight in Review 


Five years ago our 

country experienced 

a seminal event; an 

event recounted within the pages of the 

Crier this week. A little over five years ago, 

I was a different person before the terrorist 

attacks of 9/11. A young mother, full time 
employee, recent home owner. 

That June my husband and I posed with 
the SOLD sign in front of our home the day 
we moved in. One of our first acts of home 
improvement included installing a flag pole 
by the front door for Old Glory. A few weeks 
later I cut back my work as a researcher for 
a small think tank to take more time to be 
with my son, something I hadn't been able 
to do since a short maternity leave follow- 
ing his birth. 

In September, my husband's job as an 
engineer for a defense think tank took him 
to an Army base in Bosnia, a place still dan- 
gerous in 2001. Anticipating the workload 
and security concerns, he planned weeks 
for his project while I planned to work from 
home for the duration of his trip. 

On that mundane Tuesday morning which 
dawned sunny and crisp, I first learned of 
the hijacked planes on a news website. At 
first I thought of one small plane, woefully 
off course. I turned to the television for clar- 
ification and watched the horror of that day 
unfold on the news. 

So much changed in a flash; for the ter- 
rorized passengers on those flights, the

office workers trapped in the buildings, and 
their families. So much changed for those 
who survived and so much changed for our 
country. The events of one morning never 
before had such impact. 

My husband, half a world away in Bosnia, 
heard the news just before I did and tried to 
stay out of the way while the base locked 
down and went into high alert. News reports 
became ever more alarming, as every few 
minutes we learned of another attack, 
another suspicious incident, another build- 
ing evacuated, and on and on all day and for 
days afterwards. The bomb scares, the col- 
lapsing buildings, Cantor Fitzgerald, the 
fleeing workers and residents, the brave 
firefighters and police officers, the speech- 
es, the three months of fires at Ground 
Zero, the anthrax, the clean -up, the deci- 
mated airline industry, the air quality, the 
job losses... these are just a handful of the 
images that followed in the wake 9/11. 

My office, evacuated due to its close prox- 
imity to a federal building in Boston, shut 
down for a couple of days. Like so many 
parents, I picked up my son from his day- 
care center that morning, wanting him 
nearby in case the destruction came closer. 
And the family gathered. My brother-in- 
law, recently home from three years of 
teaching in Japan, came over and my moth- 
er drove down from her home. in Maine a 
few days later. We all watched the news 
together and found things to distract my son 
from the gloom of the 
television that we just 
could not shut off. 

I remember taking us 
all for a drive just to 
escape the despair. It 
was sunny, beautiful, 
and vibrant, like most 
autumn .days in New 
England. And all the 
tragedy seemed other- 
worldly and detached. 
The quiet skies, the tick-

er tape line at the bottom of news screens. 
the television channels off the air in 
respectful salute, and the Hollywood 
telethon. My memories combine into a haze 
of the sorrow and anger and determination 
I felt at that time. 

But perhaps what I remember most from 
that .days and weeks that followed 
September 11, 2001 were the abundance of 
American flags. On car bumpers, flying 
from homes, the occasional flagpole hoisted 
in the back of a pick-up, in storefronts; peo 
ple everywhere donned the flag as the sym- 
bol for which it was originally created, 
national unity. For a few short weeks we 
weren't rich or poor or middle class, we 
weren't White or Black or Latino. The polit 
ical divides that existed before 9/11 and 
returned shortly thereafter were leveled in 
the wake of those buildings for just a short 
time, and for a little while, our nation lost 
her collective cynicism and became one 
nation of Americans again. 

After 9/11 my family played a game in the 
car with our not-quite three year old, count- 
ing American flags we saw while driving 
around town. Many are gone now, replaced 
in some cases by seasonal decorative flags, 
or not replaced at all when the old ones 
became worn, And for Halloween that year 
my son joined scores of little firemert as 
they stalked the streets for sweets that 
night, going from house to house in a sober 
reminder that our firefighters were again at 
the top of the hero chain. 

‘Today parents are charging football fields; 
occasionally a driver shares a rude hand 
gesture, and I guess in some ways we're 
back to where we were before 9/11. Perhaps 
that ability to return to normalcy, rather 
than adjust to the “new normal” touted by 
news outlets in a limp attempt at gravitas, 
marks the true American spirit. That 
national glue, that strong sense many of us 
had of being American, lies just below the 
surface, everyday.

that it will return. The best time 
to hunt for mushrooms is a day or 
two after a rainstorm and Larz 
knew where to look for particular 
varieties. 

He had some favorites, but for 
him, the identification process 
was more interesting and impor- 
tant than cooking or eating. 
However, once he had something 
he knew was both safe and deli- 
cious, then it was chow time. 

The only problem at that point 
was that my mother, his wife, did 
not like him bringing mushrooms 
into the kitchen. This turned out 
to be a boon for a few of his 
friends. When he came up with a 
great find, they would have a 
feast, in the friend's kitchen, of 
course. 

Here’s a story he published on 
August 17, 1967 


A mycological tale 

It has been a peculiar summer. 
The sun has been hiding behind 
rain clouds, crops are slow in 
ripening, and the drought of the 
past five years is now a thing of 
memory. 

One effect has been a tremen- 
dous increase in the fruiting of 
fungi. Where only a few mush- 
rooms were growing a couple of 
years ago, hundreds, sometimes 
thousands can be found 

That peculiar species of hunter, 
the mycologist, also known as the 
mushroom hunter, is in his glory. 
Your writer is one of these. 

Mushrooms of course are a type 
of fungi, and fungi are not-ike 
the ordinary plants around us. 
Fungi are the subject of much 
lore, and more superstition. Some 
of them, indeed many of them, 
have an affinity for strange 
chemical compounds. 

It is this affinity for strange 
chemical compounds that make 
some fungi capable of producing 
hallucinations when eaten, some 
capable of producing gastric 
upsets, and some, most notably of 
the species Amanita, death. 

There are about 13 varieties of

the Amanita, 11 of them said to be 
poisonous. One of them, Caesar's 
Mushroom, (Amanita Caesarea) 
is said to have about the finest 
mushroom flavor, but the ordi 
nary garden-variety mycologist 
will never take the chance to 
taste one if he should find it. 

The Caesars of Rome reputedly 
tested their Amanita Caesarea by 
feeding samples to their slaves. If 
the slaves were alive the next 
morning, it not only proved that 
the mushroom was not of another 
variety, but also that the slaves 
had had a wonderful supper! 

In the United States, there are 
about 3000 species of mushrooms. 
Of these, about 50 are truly to be 
described as edible. But the fla- 
vor of those 50 — each of those is 
distinctive, and almost incapable 
of description. 

The mushrooms one buys in a 
store, the commercial mushroom, 
has nothing in flavor compared to 
wild mushrooms. 

Take, for instance, 
Leucoagaricus Procera, the 
Parasol Mushroom. 

It is well-named, for it appears 
to be a parasol. Sometimes it 
grows to be a foot tall, and just as 
broad, but the average is about 
six or eight inches, Ten-inch wide 
specimens are fairly common. 

But finding a mushroom that 
fits this description does not 
mean that a Parasol Mushroom 
has been found. The Amanita, 
which is 
Wilmington, has species which 
are very similar in appearance 
but oh-so deadly. 

Last weekend your writer saw a 
few Parasol Mushrooms. The flag 
was up. The Leucoagaricus 
Procera was fruiting, and a 
mushrodm-picking party was in 
order — a party of one! 

To look for mushrooms today, 
the best technique is to drive 
around slowly, inspecting lawns. 
If something is to be seen that 
resembles the mushroom for 
which the search is being made, 
get out’and look. 


very common in— 


‘Two lawns down in Hathaway 
Acres gave your writer his second 
and third batch of Parasol 
Mushrooms. The residents prob: 
ably have new opinions of the 
writer, but they have never eaten 
Parasol Mushrooms. 

That gave the writer about 20 
Parasols, enough for a good meal. 
But perhaps there were a few 
more around. 

Some miles later on that after- 
noon, the writer was traversing 
old .Ballardvale Street. A few 
Parasols were spotted in a field. 
There was an electric fence 
around the field, It was a pasture 
belonging to Bob Evans. 

Carefully evading the electric 
fence, your writer was soon hap- 
pily picking mushrooms. Next 
door, about 100 yards away, a man 
appeared in a doorway. It was 
Paul Galka, a member of a well- 
known Wilmington family. He 
was known as “Vut” when he was 


in high school, back in the 1920s. 

Mr. Galka, it turns out, picked 
mushrooms, too. He learned of 
the identity of some species from 
his father. He had never picked 
the Parasol Mushrooms, He 
regarded it as being a sub-species 
of the Amanita and would have 
nothing to do with it. :

For nearly a year now, the 
Memorial has played host to 
youngsters sitting on her gran- 
ite benches, lone walkers 
thoughtfully uttering the names 
on the bricks, and visitors who 
have traveled in memory of a 
loved one who was lost. 

Fred Simon, Co-Chair of the 
Tewksbury 9-11 Memorial, has 
met a number of family mem- 
bers of 9-11 victims who have 
journeyed to Tewksbury. 

“When you meet these people, 
their visits bring home the 
magnitude; what was accom- 
plished here was brought 
home," Simon said.

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his third tour ran from 
February 2006 to August 2006. 

The majority of his work, for 
the first two tours, involved 
bringing dignitaries and top- 
ecHelon military personnel into 
and, out of, combat areas, or 
running the advance team to 
assess the threat level of an 
area, 

“Rumsfeld, and everybody 
else, goes to the troops at the 
front line,” McCune said. 
“They don't care how danger- 
ous it is, they want the troops to 
know that they are behind 
them.” 

Rumsfeld and Chief of Staff of 
the Army, General Schoomaker, 
for instance refused to drive in 
an armored vehicle when 
McCune was coordinating their 
December 2004 visit to Iraq. At 
the time, there was a shortage 
of fully armored military vehi- 


' 
cles 
available in Iraq and the major- 
ity of the troops were operating 
unarmored vehicles. 

“If the troops were driving in 
unarmored vehicles, then the 
leaders drove in unarmored 
vehicles,” McCune said. 

McCune's second tour was 
very nearly his last. In 
December 2004, during 
McCune's first night at Camp 
Victory located just outside of 
Baghdad, a mortar shell 
exploded within 15-yards of his 
room. He happened to be look- 
ing at the window and saw it 
bow in and out for a split-sec- 
ond before it exploded inward 
and sent him flying across the 
room. 

McCune's third tour, as an 
Agent in Charge within the U.S. 
Army Criminal Investigation 
Command, kept him entirely in 
the United States heading up

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plane hit the World Trade 
Center.” Shock and concern ran 
through the room. Initially we 
thought the best case scenario. 
Maybe it was a small, private 
plane that clipped the anten- 
nae. We soon learned that it 
was a commercial airliner. It 
was decided that we should 
return to our rooms to get our 
belongings and meet back in 
the conference room. We did as 
instructed and I headed back to 
my room on the third floor. 

When I arrived in my room, 
two things simultaneously 
fought for my attention. I 
looked out my window and 
three stories below there was 
chaos on the streets. People 
looked up past my hotel to the 
towers directly behind me, their 
faces distorted with shock. 
Others were running away. 
NYPD street barriers were 
being positioned in front of my 
hotel. 

Next to my window on a night- 
stand, the phone indicated a 
message was waiting. 
Instinctively, I knew it was my 
parents. I called home. “Mom, 
did you hear that a plane hit 
the World Trade Center?” My 
mother told me to turn on the 
news. Within moments of turn- 
ing the television on, I wit- 
nessed the second plane soar 
across the screen and hit the 
South Tower only a block away 
from where I was s 
Panic ensued. The hotel 
announcement repeated. In an 
instant, life as we knew it was 

ed forever. 

“Get out of the building,” my 
parents urged. I didn't know 
where to go. I had to stay with 
my group. News flashed across 
the screen: The Pentagon was 
hit. We were under attack. How 
could this be? I needed to get 
out, I needed to be calm and get 
out with my group. 

I began to pack my suitcase 
when a knock at the door 
revealed a colleague. We vowed 
to stay together and quickly 
packed my belongings. I've 
been asked in years since why I 
didn't just rush out of the build- 
ing. To answer that, you must 
erase all that we now know 
about what happened. At that 
moment in time, no one could 
fathom the scope of the devas- 
tation, and it seemed unbeliev- 
able that a 110 story building 
could actually collapse within 
seconds. 

‘We made it back to our second 
floor conference room and 
waited for instructions. Time 
had lost relevance, but I believe 
it must have been only a minute 
or two when we heard an explo- 
sion. It was a loud and muffled 
“boom” followed by a series of 
other booms. Lights went out 
and the building shook. It 
sounded like bombing in the 
near distance. We ran through 
the darkness to the hotel's 
glass ceiling atrium. It offered 
daylight for a moment until a 
dark cloud of debris rushed 
overhead. 


A security guard next to us 


instructed us to stay in the 
building. Another security 


colleague grabbed me and said 


only word that came to me that 
day, and five years later it still 
best describes the experience, 
Immediately, I looked up as 
high as I could see. In a split 
second, I saw a huge black hole 
in the North Tower hovering 
directly behind my hotel. It's 
an image that would haunt me 
whenever I looked at a sky- 
scraper in the months ahead. 
‘There wasn't time to stop and 
stare. We were holding hands 
and running. Police, FBI and 
Red Cross raced with us. I was 
frightened that the area was 
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security for massive worldwide 
military events occurring out- 
side of military bases. He was, 
for instance, in charge of secu 
rity for the last two Army Ten- 
Miler road races, which con- 
sisted of more than 20,000 run- 
ners each - and he even ran in 
the most recent one. He was 
involved in security for a num- 
ber of events, including the 
Army/Navy football game and 
even for the 55th Presidential 
Inauguration. He also helped 
coordinate dignitary security 
for the World War II Memorial 
in 2004. 

McCune doesn't expect to 
commit to a fourth tour. 

“I think three is enough,” 
McCune says. “My family has 
done its time. It's hard to 
believe that it's been five years 
since 9/11. I've missed my 
son's whole high school 
career.” 


man pushed me in a different 
direction steering me away 
from a dead end pier. Moments 
later a‘roar from above startled 
us to a stop. We thought it was 
the enemy returning. 
Somebody yelled that it was 
“one of ours” and we later 
learned that it was military air- 
craft arriving on the scene just 
minutes too late. 

As I ran, I remember con- 
sciously trying not to look at 
the towers (or, what I later 
learned was just the one 
remaining tower). People were 


Julie O’Brien Fennell was at Ground Zero at the time of the 


terrorist attacks on the World Trade Center, 


still being bombed and that ter- 
rorist snipers may be on the 
streets, not yet realizing that 
the bombing noise we heard 
was actually the floors of the 
South Tower collapsing. Gray 
debris poured on us sideways 
like a blinding blizzard of con- 
crete only allowing us te see 
inches in front of us. It burned 
our eyes, clogged our throats 
and surrounded us in a shroud 
of confusion. 

A police officer stood in 
shock, his face expressionless 
when I asked what was happen- 
ing. A woman from the Red 
Cross instructed us to cover our 
mouths with something 
because we Weren't sure what 
we were breathing. I feared the 
worst - biological warfare. I 
grabbed my shirt using it as a 
mask and repeated my prayers 
aloud over and over as we ran. 
Thoughts raced through my 
head - if I don't make it out of 
here, who will tell my parents 
and will they know I was think- 
ing of them? 

As I rushed with the crowd, I 
felt a hand on my. shoulder. A

crying and yelling “There goes 
another jumper” and I tried to 
look away, purposely avoiding 
the horror of what was taking 
place. It was too much to 
process and escape was my 
main priority. 

We eventually made it to the 
West Side Highway. We were 
about 10 blocks north when a 
loud explosion forced us to turn. 
The North Tower collapsed 
directly in front of us. All else 
in the city stood still. The world 
stopped and only the tower 
moved. It slid straight down 
and we turned away as the 
ashes created a gigantic wave 
of debris once again. 

The rest of my story contains 
detail of survival, reflections 
and personal lessons learned. 
An escape to New Jersey, a five 
mile walk, hitching a ride with 
strangers who had escaped 
from the World Trade Center 
offices, and eventually arriving 
in Boston early the next morn- 
ing. I will always remember 
seeing Ground Zero burning in 
the distance that night as we 
made our way to Boston.

Still, McCune doesn't have a 
single regret regarding the ser- 
vice he's given to his country. 

“If I ever had to do it again, 
absolutely,” McCune says. “I 
got to be a part of history. I've 
always had an appreciation for 
this country and for the flag, 
but now it is much deeper.” 

His appreciation for this coun- 
try includes the right it pro- 
vides its citizens to assemble 
and protest - a right that many 
citizens of the world are not 
able to enjoy. When working at 
the Pentagon, he witnessed 
many young soldiers become 
angered by citizens protesting 
outside the building. 

“I told them, part of why 
we're fighting is to give them 
the right to do that,” McCune 
said. “We may not personally 
agree with their views, but that 
is what makes this country 
great.” 


There are so many lessons 
from 9/11. I learned that life is 
fragile, each day is a gift, and 
today's security is not a guar- 
antee for tomorrow. I learned 
that in the darkest of moments, 
people have the ability to shine 
a brilliant compassionate light. 
I learned that people are dis- 
tracted by the details of their 
own lives, but given the chance, 
they can be heroes. I learned 
that life is not a dress rehearsal 
and we don't always get a sec- 
ond chance, so make each 
moment count. 

In the days and weeks after 
9/11, patriotism and cama- 
raderie were at an all time 
high. Flags decorated every- 
thing from cars, to homes, to 
clothing, Over time, bumper 
stickers and signs declaring 
“We will never forget” began to 
fade along with some of the 
heartfelt lessons of that day. 

For a moment, we put aside 
our differences and stood 
together. For a moment, we 
reached outside of ourselves 
and cared about those we did 
not know. We smiled at 
strangers and recognized com- 
passion. For a moment, we 
truly cherished life and each 
other. And then the moment 
was gone. On this five year 
anniversary of 9/11, what 
moment will you remember?

A survivor gets back in 


The Town Crier is starting a new column which will appear 
every other week. It will have two of its sportswriters, and even- 
tually readers battle on a sports topic, whether locally or nation- 
ally. This week Sports Editor, Jamie Pote, and Sports 
Correspondent, Mike Ippolito, debate on high school programs 
that switch leagues, much like Wilmington did ten years ago and 
Tyngsboro is doing after this school season is completed. 


Pote: Hey Mike, I have a real problem with Tyngsboro jump- 
ing ship. I’m glad that the Tigers are leaving the CAC, but going 
to the Dual County League will be a complete disaster. To quote 
John Goodman from Revenge of the Nerds, the Tigers will “get 
their (behinds) whipped.” 

I think the MIAA has to come up with a better solution and 

+ realign all of the teams and divisions. Public Schools, Catholic 
Schools and Voc Schools should be in their own leagues to start off 
with. Then, there shouldn't be divisions in which Chelmsford plays 
Dracut, Central Catholic plays Notre Dame Academy and now 
Acton-Boxboro plays Tyngsboro. 

‘There’s rumors that Arlington and Waltham are going to join 
Tyngsboro in the DCL. Now tell me in five years when the 
Tyngsboro football team loses 54-0 to Acton-Boxboro five straight 
times and the hockey team loses 13-1 to Arlington every game they 
meet, which league will Tyngsboro want to get into then? This is 
a big farce. It will never work. 

Ippolito: Jamie, first of all 1 will start with the one point we 
agree on, and that is that I am also glad that Tyngsboro will be leav- 
ing the CAC. I have honestly had enough of watching them take 
advantage of playing in the CAC and competing against nothing but 
vocational schools over whom they have an unfair advantage. 

That being said, I cannot agree with your overall point. So what 
you are saying is that Tewksbury should no longer be in a division 
with Central Catholic, with whom they have developed an out- 
standing rivalry over the years?: And didn't the Redmen football 
team battle the big bad Catholic school last season, losing by just 
a field goal in one of their best defensive efforts of the season? 

And as for-smaller schools not having to play bigger schools, why 
not? I can't speak for the coaches of these teams, but I would be 
willing to bet that their players get more up for these games than 
any others during the year, To use the Redmen football team as an 
example once again, they battled a very good Chelmsford team 
down fo the wire last season, and were in a position to pull an 
upset that would have made their season. And if they do it this 
year, it will be a victory to savor forever. 

As long as we're quoting movies, in the words of William Devane 
in the Bad News Bears in Breaking Training, "Let Them Play, Let 
Them Play!" 

Pote: Mike, No I don’t think Central Catholic should be in the 
Merrimack Valley Conference and playing against Tewksbury or 
any other PUBLIC school for that matter. Central draws kids from 
all across the Merrimack Valley and Lawrence area, as well as 
throughout New Hampshire. During the state wrestling meet, they 
had eight kids in the finals and I think all of them came from a 
different town. How fair is that? 

Tewksbury really doesn’t have a big rivalry with Central 
Catholic, It only becomes a rivalry when the Redmen beat them. 
The same with all of the. other MVC teams. Does Notre Dame 
Academy girls soccer team have a big rivalry with Central? No, 
they get pounded 13-0 every time they meet. And that’s my point 
with Tyngsboro. 

If the MIAA can realign everything like I propose, put a league 
together with teams like Tyngsboro, Wilmington, Tewksbury, 
Dracut, Masconomet, North Andover and Stoneham or something 
like that. If the MIAA has charge ten dollars for Grandma to 
watch little Jennifer play a volleyball game, they should be able to 
put together a much more level playing field for all athletic pro- 
grams across the state. 

Fppolito: So let me get this straight, the man who was 
opposed to Wilmington moving to the Cape Ann League ten years 
ago, now thinks that every league in the state should realign? 

The MIAA's many faults are irrelevant in relation to this issue. 
And as much as I am happy to see Tyngsboro go, the MIAA has 
addressed the issue of vocational schools with vocational tourna- 
ments in many of their sports, including most recently, a State 
Vocational Championship football game. 

While Tewksbury and Central Catholic certainly do not have a 
rivalry like that of Tewksbury-Wilmington, it is a rivalry nonethe- 
less, regardless of Central’s dominance. And isn't that what a 
rivalry is all about sometimes? Kind of like the Red Sox and 
Yankees. Up until a couple of years ago, the Yankees always had 
the upper hand, but, it was still the greatest rivalry in sports, and 
it was at least in part due to the fact that one team held a distinct 
advantage and the other always had the hope of pulling the upset. 

By the way, the last time I checked, the Central Catholic football 
team had not won six MVC titles in a row up until last year, that 
was public school Chelmsford.

None other than public school Billerica, followed close- 
ly by public school Dracut, who showed an ability to compete quite 
well with both Central and Chelmsford, finishing ahead of both of 
them in the standings. By your rationale, Dracut should not have 
even been in the same league with a pair of schools they finished 
ahead of.

Before this most recent can- 
cer, I fought many subsequent 
illnesses, traveled to Maui and 
Miami, lived in South Florida, 
and learned a lot about life 
while volunteering and advo- 
cating for others with disabling 
illnesses. 

Even at age 51, I’ve never 
stopped learning, and I’ve 
never stopped living after leav- 
ing these pages. The writing 
bug sprung up and bit me 
recently when I began journal- 


ing this latest bout with cancer. 
The urge to return was further 
fueled when I spoke with many 
former teammates and long 
time Tewksbury coaches who 
attended the recent retirement 


party for

icon Dave 
Mullen. 

While writ- 
ing was once 
a job that I 
took great 
pride in, 
surviving 
cancer and 
living a won- 
derful life at 
the same 
time has 
taken a 
prominent 
place on my mantelpiece. 

Last week I was reminded 
just how far I have come on my 
journey. While lounging in an 
MGH hospital bed wrenched 
with the pain brought on by six 
weeks of radiation and chemo 
therapy, I realized that just 
three rooms to my right lay 22- 
year-old Red Sox pitcher Jon 
Lester. 

I had recognized Jon's con- 
cerned parents make their way 
to their son's room, and in the 
midst of my many tests and the 
passing of painful blood clots, I 
realized that as I was continu- 
ing my journey, a young man 
with the world at his fingertips 
was just beginning this.

Success will have to continue with younger players

* The last couple of seasons 
have been pretty successful for 
the Wilmington High girls soc- 
cer program. With a little work, 
a little experience and a little 
leadership, the beat could cer- 
tainly go on for a few more 
years. 

The Wildcats won Cape Ann 
League titles in 2003 and ‘04, 
which was the first time in the 
program’s history that feat was 
accomplished. After losing 22 
players from those two teams, 
last year's team started off 1-6-

The last three teams have 
averaged almost 12 wins a sea- 
son with a combined mark of 
35-214.

* «just does her job so well. She 
* doesn’t do it with flare. She’s 


just very consistent and is all 
over the place helping out.” 

Martinello is defensive mid- 
fielder for the ‘Cats. This is her 
fourth season with the Big Club 
making the team as a freshman 
when her sister Amanda was a 
senior. That was the season 
when the Wildcats won its first 
Cape Anti League title which 
was repeated the following 
year. Last year Martinello 
logged a lot of minutes for the 
‘Cats who made it to the state 
tournament which included a 
preliminary round win over 
Arlington Catholic. 

Martinello — who had one goal 
and two assists last year as a 
defender - was rewarded for 
her efforts by being named a 
league all-star. 

Martinello’s not the tallest:

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WHS Senior Katelyn McGrath 
Operation: Be 
crazy, dangerous 
and pretty good

Tewksbury High Hall of Fame 
ice hockey coach Bob McCabe 
has always stated that goalies, 
no matter the sport, “beat to a 
different drum”, since after all 
~ especially in hockey - they 
enjoy having pucks fired at 

their heads. 

Wilmington High senior stu- 
dent-athlete Katelyn McGrath 
admits that she’s sometimes 
crazy, and likes the dangerous 
side of being the field hockey 
team’s goalie. After all if you 
watch her play, she flops 
around like a fish out of water. 
Whether she’s up, down, diving 
left, diving right, sprawling 
around, she does anything and 
everything to stop the little 
round red ball from getting 
past her and into the back of 
the cage. 

While it’s easier to say that 
goalies “beat to a different 
drum”, it’s certainly hasn't 
been all that easy for McGrath. 
Although she’s comical of pok- 
ing fun of herself for “beating 
to a different drum” so to 
speak, she’s become a very 
good and extremely athletic 
person, despite constantly 
jumping over many. obstacles. 

While playing soccer as a 
sixth grader, McGrath tore liga- 
ments in her knee and needed 
surgery. But when she was cut 
open, the doctors acknowledged 
that the injury subsided with 
her nerves, therefore she's had 
five surgeries since and may 
need more down the line. 

As a freshman, McGrath had 
an electronic blue box device by 
her side before games which 
put electricity into her right 
knee just so she could suit up 

During that time period of 
middle school to high school, 
McGrath switched sports going 
from soccer to field hockey but 
the pain in her right knee never 
went away. It was so bad at one 
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point that she figured the only 
way she could continue to play 
field hockey was to switch posi 
tions. She couldn’t do the mile 
or two mile jog with the rest of 
the team on a daily basis, so 
she became a goalie. 

McGrath always had to wear 
a knee brace on top of all of the 
goalie equipment and that 
never slowed her down. Last 
year the team struggled in 
every facet of the game, 
whether it was winning, scor 
ing, stickhandling or just con. 
trolling the play. The season 
could have been that much 
worse had it not been for 
McGrath, who stepped up and 
helped improve the team's 
defense instantly. 

Certainly there were times 
last year when the Wildcats 
really struggled on the field 
and sometimes very painful to 
watch. But, McGrath loved the 
fact that she was playing even 
though she was going through 
her own individual pain. 

“This year is the first time I 
don’t have to wear the knee 
brace so that’s great,” said 
McGrath. “I’ve been able to 
push myself a little bit. The 
team does two mile runs and | 
did a half a lap the other day 
I'm still in pain sometimes 
when I play but I just try to for 
get about it as much as I can 
This is my senior year and | 
don't want to get injured 
again.” 

McGrath admitted that the 
day after games isn’t like hang 
ing at the beach or having 
laughs with her friends. 

“The past year was really 
painful,” she said. “After the 
last surgery, it seemed lik 
whenever I played I just had no 
feeling in my knee. I would {al) 
to make a save and it would b:

The goal is to be a little offensive

‘<A year ago, Steve Scanlon 
,kaiew that his Wilmington High 
‘boys soccer team had the capa- 
vhilities of putting the ball in the 
net.

| “We are rebuilding some- 
what,” said Scanlon, who in his 
16 years as head coach between 
‘Methuen, Westford Academy 
and Wilmington has compiled 
19 career victories, including a 
state title in 1992. “We graduat- 


ed ten seniors and seven were 
starters. We also lost 27 goals 
by Potener and that’s going to 
be hard to replace. We look OK 
defensively. Scoring goals is 
going to be a problem. You're 
not going to replace that kind of 
production of 27 goals from one 
kid. What we’re hoping for is to 
have four or five kids get four 
or five goals and really spread 
it around.” 

Normally the ‘Cats don’t start 
the season as late as the 12th 
and that helped this young 
team a lot. Scanlon scheduled 
many preseason playdays and 
scrimmages facing Division 1 
teams such as Braintree, Acton- 
Boxboro, Billerica, Methuen 
and Medford, as well as 
Division 2 and 3 teams such as 
Westford Academy, Winchester, 
Melrose, Tyngsboro and Austin 
Prep with various results. 

“We're not big but we do have 
some speed,” said Scanlon. “We 
have a couple of players (Matt) 
Figueiredo and (Mike) Condell 
who potentially can be very 
dangerous. And then we have a 
goaltender (in Vinny 
Papageorgiou) who keeps you

About a half dozen players on 
the team are back from last 
year but only two have logged 
many minutes on the court, 
senior co-captains Ashley Vitale 
and Christina Iaquinto. Vitale 
stands over six-feet tall and will 
be the team’s middle hitter. 
laquinto, who transferred from 
Arlington Catholic a year ago, 
will be one of the team’s outside 
hitters and may also see time at 
setter. 

Four other seniors return with 
varsity experience including 
setter Amanda Weymouth and 
defensive specialists Leejoy 
Villafuerte, Kaitlyn McFeeters 
and Katie Nelson. 

Juniors Tiffany Davis and 
Stephanie Sauve as well as 
sophomore Lauren Genovese all 
line up as hitters. Davis has 
improved tremendously accord- 
ing to Staffier and will line up 
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on the outside as will Genovese. 
Sauve will be in the middle 
along with Vitale giving the 
team pretty good height there. 

Sophomores Erin Copeland 
and Angela Maglione are bat- 
tling with Weymouth and 
Iaquinto for the setter’s spot, 
while, sophomores Kristen 
Brown and Theresa McMahon 
also made the Big Club as an 
outside hitter and defensive 
specialist, respectively. 

“We're going to be rotating the 
setters and the outside hitters 
depending on how well the girls 
progress,” said Staffier.

“In terms of throw- 
ing the ball and mechanics, 
he’s way ahead of (sophomore) 
Steven Stewart (the back-up) 
But Stewart has shown some 
real good flashes. He’s very 
athletic, he runs very well and 
he’s improved a lot. He’s going 
to be a very good player but 
right now Kyle is a little bit 
ahead of him. 

“] think Kyle is going to throw 
the ball as good as any other 
quarterback in the league. He's 
going to have to make good and 
quick decisions when throwing 
the ball and I’ve been telling 
him that since day one.” 

Barry, when healthy, has been 
very productive each of the last 
two years as a running back. 
He’s suffered some injuries 
which has limited his carries 
over the last two seasons. As a 
junior he rushed for 517 yards 
which was second on the team 
and scored seven times. He also 
added a touchdown on six 
receptions for 75 yards. He is 
also one of the team’s co-cap- 
tains along with Kyle Borseti. 

“Richie Barry is a very good 

ing back,” said Almeida. 
“He has a lot of pieces and he’s 
very tough. He’s good size. 
When he was a sophomore and 
starting some games for us he 
weighed probably 40 pounds 
less than what he weighs now 
(185) and every bit of it is mus- 
cle. He has good speed. He 
doesn’t have great speed but he 
has good speed. He has pretty 
good instincts and I think he’s 
going to be a real good back. 
Right now (he’s healthy) and 
we cross our fingers with him. 
But we can't look at it that 
way.” 

Blocking ahead of Barry will 
be either Larffarello or Brooks. 
The former had eight rushes 
for 50 yards last season but 
played much more on the 
defensive side of the ball as a 
linebacker. He’s a little dinged 
up but should be back in action 
soon. Brooks, a member of the 


varsity basketball.team as a 
sophomore, has caught two pre- 
season passes and turned them 
into big plays according to 
Almeida. 

Stewart is the biggest draw to 
this year’s roster. A tremen- 
dous athlete, he caught 14 pass- 
es for 343 yards last year 
including seven touchdowns. He 
is coming off a huge 
Thanksgiving Game, and again 
lines up as the team’s wide 
receiver. 

“Greg Stewart, I believe, will 
be the best receiver in the 
entire league,” said Almeida. 
“I think there are a couple of 
other guys who are good but I 
think Greg is the complete 
package. He’s one of the fastest 
guys in our program. One thing 
that he does that we haven't 
had here in a receiver is he 
goes to the ball. He adjusts to 
the ball where it’s thrown. He 
can jump, he can run, he can 
block and he’s really tough.”

On Friday night beginning at 
6:00 pm, the Wilmington High 
School varsity football team 
will open its season on the road 
against Belmont out of the 
Middlesex League in a non- 
league contest. This 2006 sea- 
son will mark the 10th for head 
coach Bob Almeida, who con- 
tinues to inch closer and closer 
to the record books. 

Although it’s not official since 
some records have not been 
slocated, it’s believed according 
to the Town Crier archives and 
several other officials, that 
-Almeida ranks second all-time 
in victories and is first all-time 
in winning percentage as head 
coach of the Wildcats. 

Currently Almeida has a 
record of 85-25-1, a winning per- 
gentage of .766 since becoming 
head coach in the fall of the 
1996 season. The late Hall of 
Fame Coach legendary Fred 
Bellissimo had 121 wins in his 
brilliant career, 

A handful of other gentlemen 
also served as head coach. In 


1935, Johnny Grinnell was the 
first head coach but the team 
didn’t record a single victory 
that season, He left and went to 
Lexington the following season. 
Another late Hall of Famer 
Harold “Ding” Driscoll took 
over and held the reigns from 
1936 to 1946. The 1936 team also 
went winless, and it wasn’t 
until the program won its first 
game in 1937 over Hamilton, 12- 
2. 

Driscoll coached the Wildcats 
to an undefeated mark in 1939 
Although his won-loss record 
hasn't been located, it would 
seem impossible - because of 
the winless 1936 season, and the 
fact that back then the teams 
played less games — that he 
would have more than the 85 
victories in his 11 years as head 
coach. The same goes for 
Anthony DeTeso who began 
coaching in 1947. 

From 1956 to 1978, Bellissimo 
controlled the sidelines and he 
finished with a remarkable 
record of 121-62-15, a winning 
percentage of .611. From 1978 to 

1982, another Hall of Famer 


John Ritchie served as the 
head coach and he had a career 
record of 28-19-1. Then from 
1983 to 1992, current athletic 
director Ed Harrison served as 
the head coach and he ended 
with an 29-67-3 record. 

After Harrison resigned fol 
lowing the 1992 season, Gerry 
Sullivan had a three-year stint 
with a combined record of 8-22, 
including a 2-8 record in the 
final year in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference in 1994, and 
then a 46 record in the first 
season Wilmington competed in 
the Cape Ann League. 

Almeida then came on in the 
fall of 1996. He had brief head 
coaching experience before- 
hand, but came over from 
Belmont after serving as an 
assistant. He'll be taking on the 
Maurauders on Friday, hoping 
to come up with win number 86 
which will put him 36 away 
from ranking No. 1 in all-time 
wins as head coach of the 
Wilmington High Football pro- 
gram,

While Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile, entering his 14th 
season as a head coach, 9th 
with Shawsheen (88-59 over- 
all) would never agree that a 
seven win season is a disap- 
pointment he does under- 
stand that expectations have 
grown at Shawsheen, to the 
point where a seven win sea- 
son should be expected from 
his squad. 

“The bar has been raised. 
Every year we go in expect- 
ing to have a winning record 
at least,” Costabile said. “I 
am proud of our young men 
for feeling that way.

“Dave broke a 65 yard run 
for a touchdown in a scrim- 
mage that really opened our 
eyes,” Costabile said. 

Gore will have a couple of 
talented receivers to throw to 
when he puts the ball in the 
air, with a pair of locals like- 
ly to be getting the bulk of 
the balls thrown their way. 

Junior Joe Killion (6-0, 195) 
and senior Steve Foley (5-9, 
155), both of Tewksbury, have 
impressed Costabile so far in 
the pre season. 

“They both are ready to go.

Rams looking to

The Shawsheen Tech volley- 
ball team struggled to a 6-12 
record last season as many new 
players saw their first ever var- 
sity action.

Salemi has been with the 
team longer, and will be relied 
upon heavily for her talent and 
experience. 

“Jacqui is one of our best 
backcourt defensive players,” 
Flynn said. “She was the sec- 
ond player off our bench and 
saw a lot of playing time her 
freshman year when we went 
14-4 and won a couple of games 
in the tournament.”

“Katie will probably start the 
year at JV, but we see great 
potential from her and’ she 
should be able to help us at the 
varsity level,” Flynn said.

After merging her skills with the modern technology of com- 
puters and her craftsmanship with the time-honored art of sewing, 
Stoneham resident Cathy Granese has created a beautiful quilt 
that depicts the history of her community as shown in several 
antique postcards. The multi-hued blue quilt will be raffled off at 
Stoneham's Town Day (Saturday, September 16) to benefit the 
Stoneham Senior Center. 

“I've donated all of my time and materials,” Granese said. “All 
the proceeds (from the larger quilt) will go to SSCAL.” 

Granese had material left over and was able to make a small 
wall hanging as well. This will also be raffled at Town Day with 
proceeds going to the Cultural Council. 

According to Granese, the assembly of the quilt alone took 
about 120 hours. More time was spent scanning in pictures from 
donated antique postcards and modifying them to be printed out

on cloth squares that are then sewn into the quilt. 
“I think I've started something here, I won't know how to stop,' 


she said. 


However, she plans to con- 
tinue the annual project as 
long as she is having fun and 
can still operated her sewing 
machine. 

Before retirement, Granese 
worked as a computer software 
consultant. However, she cred- 
its her time at the senior cen- 
ter with honing her computer 
skills enough to learn how to 
modify the pictures onto cloth. 

“This is the second year I 
have created a quilt to raffle 
for the Stoneham Senior 
Center,” Granese said. “Last 
year I did a similar one, in the 
fact that it had contained 
antique picture cards. 

“It was a success and sold 
over 1,000 raffles at $2 per tick- 
et. Hopefully we will sell more 
this year.” 

To help toward that goal, 
several Stoneham businesses , 
have offered space so that the 
quilt can be put on display in 
the days leading up to Town 
Day. They are the Stoneham 
Theatre, the Book Oasis, the 
Stoneham Bank (Friday 
September 15 from (2 p.m. to 7 
p.m.) and the Senior Center 
(all this week). 

According to Granese, this 
year's quilt design is based on 
a traditional design known as 
“Trip Around the World.” She 
noted that the design was first 


used in the 1800's however; her 
quilt has also been. modified 
with surface appliqués of floral 
designs. 

“Any quilter will know the 
pattern,” she said. “I have 
modified it to fit the photos.” 

According to Granese, the 
photos came from two separate 
collections that were donated 
to her to be used on the quilt. 
All of the photos depict street 
scenes from Stoneham and go 
back as far as 1888 with the 
newest one thought to be in the 
1940's. 

“All of the postcards had 
been used, Granese recalled. 
“It was interesting to read 
them while I was copying 
them.” 

Granese, a former teacher 
and computer software consul- 
tant, is supposedly retired. 
However, she is actually very 
busy as the president of the 
Stoneham Senior Center 
Assistance League (SSCAL) 
and being an active member of 
the Cultural Council, in her 
spare time she pursues her 
hobby of quilting. 

SSCAL was started by 
Granese and others at the 
Senior Center about three 
years ago. Shortly after she 
retired. 

“I started quilting about 20 
years ago,” Granese said. “A

This lecture discusses the 
use of ground-penetrating radar 
in archaeological tesearch 
Conyers has developed a near- 
surface geophysical technique 
called ground-penetrating 
radar to discover, map and 
interpret archaeological sites 
non-invasively and non-destruc- 
tively. 

This three-dimensional tool 
can produce images of what is 
below the ground with a clarity 
that allows for many types of 
archaeological interpretation 
without the need for digging. 

Conyers’ research in this 
field began at the buried agri 
cultural village of Ceren in El 
Salvador, where he mapped a 
Classic Period Mayan site, and 
placed it within the ancient 
landscape. Since that time he 
has worked at sites in Europe, 
the Middle East, North Africa, 
Japan, South and Central 
America, and many sites in the 
United States.

Good manners go beyond 
not’ making faces in the 
mashed potatoes and remem- 
bering to say “please” and 
“thank you.” Whether at home, 
in the classroom or on the play- 
ground, it’s important to teach 
children to always show respect 
and courtesy to others.

Teach your child to address 
adults by their last names. It is 
what you say that your child 
will echo, Don’t expect your 
kids to eall the neighbors the 
Porters if you call them Betty 
and Pete. 

If it’s so important to say 
“thank you,” then why is writ- 


‘ing a thank-you note a dying 


art? After birthdays, holidays 
or any occasion when your 
child has received a gift, it is 
polite to promptly send a hand- 
written thank-you note.

Girl, or boy, interrupting 

Interrupting is perhaps the 
most nerve-testing rude behav- 
jor, warranting its own catego- 
ry.

Rather than snapping at his 
10th try for your attention, 
respond to his first attempt by 
saying calmly, “I want to help 
you, and I will once I am done 
speaking with Aunt.

Dry & grounded 
Portable generator safety 


Portable electric genera- 
tors provide a good source of 
power, but if improperly 
installed or operated, these 
devices can pose a deadly 
danger to homeowners and 
their families. 

To stay safe while using a 
portable electric generator, 
the Electrical Safety Foun- 
dation International (ESF1) 
and the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) 
developed a new video that 
advises residents to take the 
following precautions: 

* Contact a licensed elec- 
trician to install your gener- 
ator and make sure it meets 
all local codes. Do not 
attempts to connect genera- 
tors directly to household 
wiring without having an 
appropriate transfer switch 
in place. 


Power from generators 
connected directly to house- 
hold wiring can backfeed 
along power lines and elec- 
trocute anyone coming in 
contact with these items, 
including lineworkers who 
may be performing repairs 
in the neighborhood. 

* Make sure your genera- 
tor is properly grounded. 

* Keep the generator dry. 

* Make sure extension 
cords that are used with 
generators are rated for the 
load. Extension cords must 
also be free of cuts and worn 
insulation, and have three- 
pronged plugs. 

* Do not overload the gen- 
erator. A portable generator 
should be only used when 
absolutely necessary and 
only use it to power essential 
appliances.

* Never operate the gen- 
erator in an enclosed or par- 
tially enclosed area. : 

* Use carbon monoxide 
detectors in nearby spaces 
to monitor levels.
